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QUESTION PRESENTED:
Whether the Florida Supreme Court erred by holding, consistent with the Alabama 
Supreme Court but in direct conflict with six federal courts of appeals, that the Federal 
Arbitration Act allows a party to avoid arbitration by claiming that the underlying 
contract containing an arbitration clause (but not the arbitration clause itself) is void for 
illegality. 
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
